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A word from the leader 


We have often been asked in the 
past why we made the monetary 
fraud committed by banks and the 
evil consequences of interest the 
cornerstone of our campaign. Now 
that BCCI has collapsed many a for¬ 
mer critic becomes aware of the re¬ 
levance of banking to our everyday 
lives. What hasn’t been spelled out 
clear enough yet is that it is perfectly 
legal for banks in Britain to commit 
fraud, and it happens everyday. The 
very fact that the Bank of England 
is not the least controlled by the 
government, cheats our nation out 
of their hard earned wealth by a 
monetary swindle, i.e. absorbing the 
sovereign right of issuing the na¬ 
tion’s money supply and then charg¬ 
ing the nation for it, is together with 
the private credit creation by the 
high street banks the root cause of 
our abiding problems of economic 
instability which in turn leads to ris¬ 
ing frustration and criminality. No 
party other than the Islamic Party is 
offering an alternative to this rule of 
the banking system. When campaig¬ 
ning for liberating our people from 
this modem debt slavery we are not 
in a position to throw about £25 
Mill, in a single election campaign.

Objectives 

The basis for the Islamic Party is 
rooted in a belief in the implemen¬ 
tation and establishment of Islam 
according to Qur'an and Sunnah. 
The party should not simply con¬ 
firm the British political system or 
emulate it, but rather accept it as a 
starting point to work from. If 
necessary or helpful the party will 
run candidates for elections. 

The party intends to achieve the 
following objectives: 

To present issues, both political 
and social, to the British people in 
ihe light of the divine guidance of 
Qur'an and Suirnah; 

To present a viable political, 
economic and social alternative to 
the British people; 

To lobby for political support 
from the political parties and the 
government for the needs of the 
Muslim people; 

To establish the teaching and the 
practice of Tslam within Britain and 
Islam's voice within British politics; 

To establish leadership and unity 
within the Muslim community here, 
and a sense of direction and pur¬ 
pose in living in this country; 


Manifesto

they are those who achieve their aims and objectives through perseverance, 
combining wisdom with endurance; 

who when rich do not forget moderation, and when poor forbear without 
sacrificing dignity and self-respect; they are generous without being extrava¬ 
gant or wasteful; 

who when powerful, forgive easily and are generous in appropriate ways; 

who when engaged in inquiries, aspire to increase their knowledge and 
understanding; they speak good or keep silent, and do not interfere in matters 
which do not concern them; 


To defend the rights of Muslims 
throughout the Muslim world and 
establish solidarity with other Mus¬ 
lim countries and communities liv¬ 
ing under non Muslim rule; 

To actively confront media bias 
and distortion of issues; 

To establish regular regional and 
national rallies/seminars to catl 
people to Islam and participation in 
action through support or member¬ 
ship; 

To provide mutual aid services to 
its members (interest free banking 
facilities, enterprise support, legal 
indemnification, health care plan, 
etc.).

who face calamities with patience and never become panic- stricken; 

people enjoy their affection and calmness, they are ready to bear pain in 
order to comfort others; 

in friendship they arc sincere and honour their promises; in their treaties 
they are firm and always consistent;

who in their judgments are nut oppressive or unfair; 

they are those who help the oppressed and are genuinely concerned about 
the deprived, they do not abandon those in distress and try to release their 
burdens; 

who arc anxious to legitimize and purify their earnings; 
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who when infuriated, behave 
justly; 

who respect the rights of those 
who are absent and accept the apo¬ 
logies of those at fault; 

they are kind and compassionate 
to the poor and weak, and anyone, 
rich or poor, can count on their as¬ 
sistance during difficulties; 

they do not forget those who are 
good to them, and they are always 
grateful; 

they guide correctly those who 
seek their advice; 

they assist those who have as¬ 
sisted them; 

they avoid coercion, ignorance 
and lies, they shun evil in all its 
forms; 

in their actions towards others, 
they respect justice, they do unto 
others as they would like others to 
do unto them; 

to those near to them they are 
friends and helpers, to the orphans 
they act as parents; 

they set good examples for those 
who will succeed them; 

if valiant they are discrete, their 
good deeds are not performed for 
show, they are not hypocritical in 
their actions; 

they are not proud or selfish; 

they speak only the truth, and 
they are moderate and wise; 

they are not devious or nasty; 

they do not insult others or 
pounce on their indiscretions; 

they do not degrade anyone nor 
backbite; 

they are never slacking or dis¬ 
honourable; 

they do not fall into the same 
difficulty twice. 


The party of the believers 

In the spirit of the universal brotherhood of man, 
and in remembrance of the Abrahamic tradition of faith, 
guided by the light of the Qur’an and the Sunn ah (prophetic tradition) as 
eternal sources of guidance which re-establish the truths contained in the 
Torah and Injil (gospels), 

the Islamic Party of Britain wishes to provide effective, adequate repre¬ 
sentation of Islamic principles in the UK and present the public of the UK 
with the benefit of solutions to the numerous problems in the political, 
economic, and social spheres of life in the post-industrial age. In pursuance 
of its goals the Islamic Party is determined to strive for Allah’s pleasure alone, 
besides Whom there is no deity, and make the Islamic way of life, as exempli¬ 
fied by the last messenger of God - Muhammad, peace be upon him - and his 
illustrious forefather Abraham, peace be upon him, available for everybody 
as the ideal models for success and harmony in this world and the hereafter. 

Its supporters share a common and abiding belief in the principles of Islam 
and its application of common sense (fitra) and tolerance which should not 
only extend towards Jews and Christians (ahl al-kitab or people of the book) 
but also towards all Muslim denominations who after all constitute ahl 
al-Qur’an or the people of the Qur’an, Therefore tolerance must be extended 
to encompass all people who make the declaration of faith "There is no god 
but Allah, and Muhammad is His messenger". 

Muslims are instructed to always act with justice and tolerance even 
towards the people between whom there is enmity (Qur’an 5/8), and also to 
recall that even prophets were susceptible to the temptation to be proud, 
although Allah cancelled it in their case. But for us the temptation to be 
divided is wide open, and time has proven the prophecy that the latter day 
Muslims would fall into the trap that their earlier counterparts, the children 
of Israel, fell into who became divided after receiving divine knowledge. Jesus 
was sent to the lost sheep of the house of Israel, What will the way forward be 
for the lost sheep of the house of Ismael? 


In order to avoid remaking the errors of history and heeding Allah’s and 
His messengers warnings, we must resolve to keep the following points at the 
forefront of our minds: 

That our hero and champion is Muhammad, peace be upon him, and all 
his companions, may Allah be pleased with them, would never have argued 
with that; 

that the holy Qur’an is the final scripture to mankind, revealed and pro¬ 
mulgated by Almighty God via the angel of revelation, Gabriel, to the seal of 
the prophets Muhammad (Machmad in the Torah, Ahmad in the gospels), to 
whom all the companions pledged their allegiance; 

and so it should still be the case today that as Muslims our allegiance is first 
of all with Muhammad, peace be upon him, and this common ground of unity 
comes before all that divides us. We therefore endeavour to re-imify once 
again under the canopy of the Qur’an for the sake of God’s good pleasure, in 
the company of his most beloved and trusted servant, Muhammad, whom we 
pledge allegiance to and try to walk in his footsteps, trying as best we can to 
follow his example and emulate his manners and excellent behaviour, living 
by the spirit of the law, and not like the pharisees only by its letter who strained 
at gnats but swallowed camels. We ought to remember that the precept to 
worship God with all thy heart and all thy soul and all thy mind has to be 
nourished from the precept to love God with ail thy heart and all thy soul and 
all thy mind. Then only, worship is rendered easy. When a man is in love with 
someone or something, no sacrifice is too great or daunting. 

The message to the Muslims in the latter part of the twentieth century, 
whatever their school of thought or belonging might be, is the same as that 
which was made to the people of previous scriptures: "Oh people of the book, 
let us come to a common understanding that we worship none but Allah and 
do not associate anyone with Him,,, 1 (Qur’an 3/64). 
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The evidence of history past and present is that in our pursuit of dominance 
or prominence the human side of Muslims has lead them away from the safe 
path* and we have deviated from the footsteps of the guide to peace and seal 
and leader of all the prophets - Muhammad, the most sought after and most 
beloved by God and people of wisdom. 


The task ahead 

As people living in Britain, we fall into a category known as the Western 
world, which many insist is the "civilized world" and the peak of human 
evolutionary achievements. We have stepped on the moon, sent probes to 
Mars and beyond, we drive and fly across the face of the earth, covering 
distances in hours that only decades ago took weeks.

The real change 


There is also a dark side. Its ugly face is beginning to be seen more and 
more frequently. Our world is dying and we are dying with it. Man's greed and 
excess has destroyed it. We are living in the most destructive age that mankind 
has seen. The "civilised world" claims that it is an era of peace, and major 
conflict has been avoided for forty years and the balance of power maintained. 
Yet there has not been a day when men have not died in mili tary confronta¬ 
tions using weapons provided or sold by the "civilized world". They break 
codes of conduct invented by themselves and instigate terrorism, wars and 
assassinations. They support with money, weapons and propaganda some of 
the most oppressive regimes that man has seen. - All in the name of freedom 
or democracy. They highlight the crimes of the exploited nations of the world 
while hiding the torture, police brutality and blatant injustice in their own 
societies. 

Society has become godless, morally anarchistic and corrupt. Murder, rape 
and violent crimes - such as armed robbery - increase at alarming rates, and 
the "civilized world" offers no workable solution. Prisons are full, and the 
criminal leave not corrected but further perfected in the art of crime. Drug 
abuse has reached epidemic proportions, and the variety of drugs is more 
deadly and harmful than ever before. Governments do not offer a solution, 
and perhaps they do not want to. There is big business involved. Adultery, 
prostitution, incest, child abuse and homosexuality are so common as to be 
almost acceptable. The people are oppressed and depressed. The man-made 
religions, philosophies and political systems offer no comfort. Our children 
are bom into a rotten world, where each breath we take, each sip or drink, 
each mouthful of food contains poisons, and we are surrounded by people too 
often taken up with material aims, alcohol, drugs, and a fantasy of music and 
television entertainment. 


The youth are bored, without direction or hope for the future. They turn 
to crimes of violence and vandalism or sink into the quagmire of intoxication. 
The elderly live in fear, often alone and un-cared for. It affects the rich and 
the poor, the old and the young, the educated and the illiterate, the blacks and 
the whites. It becomes harder and harder for human beings to love and care. 
Politicians hypocritically pretend concern, while they themselves live in lux¬ 
ury, helping none but themselves. They are only motivated when public 
concern over issues such as environment, education, crime, housing and 
health affect the number of votes and their position in power. Their theories, 
policies and ideals change day by day as they prove false, valueless and 
unworkable. 


Islam, Le. submission to Allah 
and adherence to His guidance, 
guarantees a private and social life 
full of meaning and satisfaction. 
The occurrence of numerous prob¬ 
lems, harms and evils befalling 
human civilisation is a direct result 
of either ignorance of or disobe¬ 
dience to Allah's laws, as is stated in 
the Qur'an: 

"Corruption has become appar¬ 
ent on land and sea on account of 
what man's hands have done." 
(Qur'an 30/41). 

The solution therefore, lies in re¬ 
turning to divine guidance in all 
spheres of life. The rslamic Party of 
Britain is ready to offer this solu¬ 
tion. 

Amongst the fundamental aims 
of the party are: 


The principles 

To create a just economic system 
free from the torment of interest 
and exploitation; 

to create a responsible attitude 
towards the environment and re¬ 
spect for the ecological balance in 
God's creation; 

to guarantee the universal. God- 
given rights of all men and women 
irrespective of race or nationality; 

to establish a fair and uncor¬ 
rupted system of civil, criminal and 
social justice; 


The whole system under which the "civilized world" exists with its so-called 
freedom actually enslaves man more. Mortgages on homes, cars and busi¬ 
nesses rob the people of their hard earned money who become slaves to 
financial institutions. Many are made destitute because they are unable to 
keep up payments as employment falls and interest rates rise. The same system 
starves the third world. Ethiopia exports food to pay interest on loans to banks 
whose money is hoarded and unused. Millions die for a few extra zeros on a

to work for stable international 
relations based on the principle of 
peace through justice. 
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Our policies 

A brief description of our 
policies in a number of relevant 
areas is given below. This does how¬ 
ever not attempt to be an exhaustive 
treatment. Write to the Islamic 
Party if you wish to know more 
about our proposed solution in any 
field of particular interest to you. 

Economy 

The current, interest based 
economic system bedevils mankind 
with injustice and suffering, infla¬ 
tion and unemployment, greed and 
waste. An interest-free economy is 
the basis for a sound system of inter¬ 
action to the benefit of both individ¬ 
ual and society. As the interest-sys¬ 
tem is the root of the national debt 
problem, an interest free economy 
can be run on a low tax high return 
basis wherein not income but only 
net profit is taxed, free enterprise is 
encouraged, and social care is an 
obligation for every member of so¬ 
ciety. 

Law and Justice 

The prevailing legal system 
makes justice dependent on status 
and income. Justice has to be a 
universal principle that reflects the 
equality of mac before the law. The 
law has to be unambiguous, and 
redress ought to be available for all 
members of society. 

Social sen/ices 

British society today is extremely 
divided. The Islamic Party advo¬ 
cates a return to the caring attitude 
of the brotherhood of men, where 
the strong members of society share 
the responsibility of looking after 
the weaker. Everybody has to have 
the right to education, a job, an ade¬ 
quate home. People have to be 
given a proper chance to develop to 
the best of their abilities, and any 
class divide or unfair treatment on 
account of race or origin is to be 
eliminated. 

Environment 

Lack of responsibility towards 
the creator and the earth that we 
inherited from Him has led to 
numerous warnings that we are 
about to cut the branch on which we 
sit. However, it is not too late. Envi¬ 
ronmental aware attitudes have to 
be fostered, and, where necessary, 
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individual short terra interests have 
to be curbed where danger to the 
environment is implicit. 

Education 

Everybody should have a right to 
an education which permits him/her 
to develop unhindered to their full 
potential. Education has to be seen 
as an opportunity for the develop¬ 
ment of a child’s personality, rather 
than as a mere preparation for a 
limited task within a projected work 
situation. Parental preferences in 
education have to be respected as 
far as possible. 

Research and higher education 

Research is the pre-requisite of 
progress, and free research is to be 
encouraged within the limits of re¬ 
sponsibility towards the good of 
mankind- Higher education is to be 
of benefit to the society at large 
rather than for the financial advant¬ 
age of a few. The intention of a re¬ 
search project is vital to its success. 
Experiments to change the nature 
of God’s creation (e,g. genetic ex¬ 
periments) are not acceptable in a 
higher education system based on 
moral standards. 

Home affairs 

There appears to be a big gap 
between the government and the 
people in Britain today, A disci¬ 
plined, as far as possible, unbureau- 
cratic, public administration which 
is guided by the objective to do jus¬ 
tice and does not attempt to be un¬ 
approachable to try and cover up 
for its own elite interests, has to be 
established as a safeguard for the 
greatest possible freedom and satis¬ 
faction of each member of society 
without infringing on the rights of 
the others. If public affairs can be 
seen more as our own affairs in 
which we all participate, if there is 
less injustice and arbitration and 
less antagonism between the people 
and the state, the resulting avoid¬ 
ance of frustration will be essential 
to bring about a better standard of 
public order. Persisting criminal 
obstruction of public order has to 
be punished exemplarily. The 
media play a vital role in creating a 
harmonious rather than a divided 
society. 

Foreign policy 

Foreign policy today is charac¬ 
terized by an immoral power 
struggle which often leads to armed 
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conflict. However, most people 
wish to live in peace. In the spirit of 
the international brotherhood of 
man, possible conflict has to be 
eliminated by advocating a policy of 
peace with justice. The Islamic 
party endorses the right of self- 
determination of peoples and advo¬ 
cates the duty of richer nations to 
come to the aid of poorer nations. 
The post-colonial age in which 
hegemomal powers succumb smal¬ 
ler and less resourceful states 
through political and economic 
pressures has to come to an end. 

Defence 

Islam is the way of peace. Peace 
cannot sustain without justice. In 
the event, and human history has 
shown that this is not merely a the¬ 
oretical proposition, of strong, un¬ 
justified interests conspiring to sub¬ 
due the truth and crush the attempts 
of a people to govern itself accord¬ 
ing to God's rules, it is essential that 
a country can defend itself and 
deter others from interfering with 
its affairs and blocking its way to 
prosperity. War, however, as any 
other human action, has to follow 
moral principles. The destruction 
of civilians and their livelihood or of 
natural resources is abominable. 
Nuclear warfare in particular is not 
to be seen as an adequate defence 
deterrent. There is, in any case, little 
risk in pulling out of the nuclear 
arms race, as the self- destructive 
nature of nuclear warfare is deter¬ 
rent enough for any power not to 
utilize it, A changed attitude can 
lead to a complete elimination of 
nuclear potential and thereby elimi¬ 
nate the risk of accidental destruc¬ 
tion. Like nuclear warfare, chemi¬ 
cal warfare is morally unacceptable 
on account of the uncontrollable 
damage inflicted. 

Youth 

The young generation is the asset 
of very nation. Unfortunately, a 
large part of Britain’s young people 
are left without vision, chance and 
hope, and the potential strength of 
the nation turns against it. It is the 
aim of the Islamic Party to give the 
young generation a new vision as the 
dynamic force that will build our 
future in close cooperation with 
their elders on whose advice and 
experience they rely on. 

Health 

A healthy body contains a 
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healthy spirit. The health of a nation 
is a condition for its spiritual pro¬ 
gress and satisfaction, A natural 
way of life that is not only orientated 
on material growth but provides a 
balance between material and spiri¬ 
tual needs will bring greater happi¬ 
ness to our people and thereby pro¬ 
duce better results in their work. 
Health care is not to be seen as a 
business, and diseases have to be 
eliminated by the root rather than 
superficially treated on the surface. 
Alcohol and drugs are dangerous to 
private and social health, and a sat¬ 
isfactory private and social life will 
need no such means of escape. 

Agriculture 

With the industrialization in all 
spheres of life, man has been alie¬ 
nated from the soil of the earth that 
he lives on. Many small farms have 
been forced into liquidation, sub¬ 
sidies for establishing mono-cul¬ 
tures have damaged the balanced 
agricultural production and have 
together with irresponsible use of 
pesticides and battery holding of 
animals lead to increased consump¬ 
tion of unhealthy produce. Agricul¬ 
tural self-sufficiency is a must for an 
insular country like Britain. Farm¬ 
ing and fishing as a way of life are to 
be encouraged, and new standards 
of animal care and food hygiene 
have to be adopted. 

Transport and communication 

The mobility of a mass society 
has posed a greater challenge to 
every industrial nation. It has meant 
greater freedom and opportunity 
for many, but it has also meant 
greater isolation and anonymity. In¬ 
frastructure has to provide a means 
for people to live and work 
together, not to live apart. The pub¬ 
lic sector of transport has to be 
made attractive, a decentralisation 
of industry, services and adminis¬ 
tration is to be aimed for. 

Religious affairs 

Life is a journey to the hereafter. 
Religious charities arc to be en¬ 
couraged, the mosque is to become 
a centre for cultural activity. Islam 
encourages religious devotion and 
advocates religious freedom that 
permits everybody to hold his own 
beliefs and adhere to them as long 
as he does not cause open offence 
to other people's beliefs. 


Constitution 

The policy guidance council 

The policy guidance council consists of the founding members and any such 
members whom they agree to co-opt with a simple majority. They meet on 
request of either the leader of the party, two executive members or a third of 
their own number. They elect a party leader and an executive body from 
amidst themselves. They advise the leader on general policies and point out 
to him if he contravenes the Qur’an and Sunnah, the original intention or the 
manifesto. They are entitled to re-select the leader or the executive members. 
They can change the objectives or the manifesto or the constitution of the 
party with a 2/3rd majority. For the purpose of conducting business, a quorum 
of at least half the members of the policy guidance council is required. Council 
members who do not attend any meetings for the period of one calendar year 
or seven consecutive meetings are deemed to have resigned their member¬ 
ship. 


The executive body 

The executive body are to assist the leader of the party in carrying out the- 
policies determined by the council. They are to develop these policies into 
further detail and are to correct the leader where he or one of his ministers 
go wrong. They can veto the leader's choice of ministers and ask for a 
re-selection. They jointly manage the accounts of the party. They establish a 
secretariat to assist them in the daily running of affairs. There number is to be 
no greater than seven including the leader who heads the executive body. They 
appoint regional and local party leaders and functionaries. They meet on the 
request of any of their number; a quorum of one more than half their number 
is required to conduct business. Decisions are taken with a simple majority. 


The leader 

The leader of the party is elected by the policy guidance council and 
advised by the executive members. He is to carry out agreed policies with the 
help of a team of ministers appointed by him and approved by the executive 
body. The leader of the party and the amir in the Islamic sense are understood 
to be identical. 


The members 

There is a two-tier membership: Full membership and associate member¬ 
ship. Full membership is open to every adult (islamicaUy that is over the age 
of puberty), both male or female, who fully accepts the Islamic ideology in 
theory and practice. Associate membership is open to all adults who agree 
with the specific policy statements issued by the Islamic Party of Britain, 
Associate members enjoy the same benefits as full members in most respects; 
however, they will be restricted in voting rights. Paid up members are entitled 
to attend national, regional or local party functions as specified by the 
executive body. They are also entitled to membership services offered by the 
party. If a full member ceases to be a Muslim, he also ceases to be a member. 
In case a member does harm to the party or damages its interests he/she can 
be expelled by the executive body who will establish a complaints procedure. 
A member of the policy guidance council can, however, only be expelled by a 
majority vote of that body. 


The Islamic Party of Britain has been made a permanent member 
of the General Secretariat of the “Popular Arab-lslamic Conference" 
which was set up during an international meetihg of Islamic 
movements in Khartoum, Sudan, earlier this year One of its tasks 
will be to help rectify the image of Islam in the world’s mass media.

The continuing saga of unre¬ 
solved conflict in Palestine, with 
America as a power broker with 
vested interests, but posing as medi¬ 
ator, shows the unaltered weakness 
of the Muslim nations and urgent 
need for unity, says Dr. Hany Nasr, 
the Islamic Party of Britain's De¬ 
puty Leader.

most of the rulers in the Muslim 
world depends on their links with 
non-Muslim forces. Because they 
know how potent a liberating force 
Islam is, they oppress Islamic acti¬ 
vities often in blatant violation of 
human rights, and the so-called 
democratic Western nations close 
both eyes to such injustices as the 
continuance of a corrupt and con¬ 
trollable government serves their 
own purposes. This has had a devas¬ 
tating effect on the dignity and self- 
confidence of the Muslim people. 
Muslims in parts of the world where 
political participation is less re¬ 
stricted should therefore utilise this 
opportunity to enhance unity and 
harmony amongst Muslims and 
raise public awareness amongst 
non-Muslims about the benefits of 
Islam to them as individuals and to 
their societies. Efforts to minimise 
the mass medias* attempt to tarnish 
the image of Islam have to take a 
more organised form. And before 
all, Islamic countries have to strive 
for economic independence and 
self- sufficiency through greater re¬ 
liance upon their own agricultural 
and industrial produce and a pres¬ 
ervation of their real wealth by 
freeing their currency system from 
the unfair practices of the interna¬ 
tional b ankin g network. Political in¬ 
dependence is a hoax without econ¬ 
omic independence, and an Islamic 
economic community is no longer 
an option but a necessity for the

Rioting Britain 

Recent outbreaks of violence in 
various housing estates in the 
country indicate that there is some¬ 
thing utterly wrong in Western cul¬ 
ture and society, says Kaleem Mu¬ 
hammad Alleyne, the Islamic Party 
of Britain's spokesman on social af¬ 
fairs. Speaking in London he stated 
that the social fabric of Britain is 
deteriorating because of an ap- 
parant absence of social justice 
coupled with the non-existence of a 
spiritual value system for personal 
guidance.
